Claim 1 has been amended editorially and to incorporate limitations recited 
in allowable claim 2. Claims 3-10 have been amended editorially. Claim 2 has been canceled 
without prejudice or disclaimer. Claims 1 1-19 are new. New claim 1 1 incorporates limitations 
recited in original claim 1 and allowable claim 6. New claims 12-19 track claims 2-S and 7-10 
respectively. No new matter has been added. Claims 1 and 3-19 are pending.

Drawingfi Oblections 

The drawings are objected to as faihng to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(pX4) because 
reference characters from Figure 1 have been used to designate different parts in subsequent 
Figures. Applicant submits herewith Tq>lacement sheets 1-2 for Figures 1-10, correcting 
reference character designations and lead lines. No new matter has been added. Withdrawal of 
this objection is respectfully requested. Applicant asserts that the objection to the drawings has 
been overcome. 

Specification 

The specification has also been aihended to correspond with amendments made to the 
reference characters of Figure 1 . No new matter has been added. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 8 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 -75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend from anoth^ multiple dependent claim. In particular, 
claim 8 depends from both claim 7 and claim 5» making a multiple dependent claim. Claim 8 has 
been amended to incorporate limitations recited in claim S and to depend from claim 7. 
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Applicant asserts that the objection has been overcome. Withdrawal of this objection is 
respectfully requested. 

Claim rejections - 35 U,S>C. S 112 

Claims 7, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12» second paragraph as being 
indefinite for failing to particiddrly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which the 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 7 has been amended to correct antecedwt basis and to 
delete double inclusion of subject matter previously recited. Claims 9 and 10 have also been 
amended to coneot antecedent basis. Applicant asserts that the indefiniteness rejections have 
been overcome. Withdrawal of this rejection is respectfully requested. 

aaim rclecfions - 35 U,S,C. 6 102 

Claims 1^ S and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tigges (US 
5,253,688). 

Claim 1 has been amended and incorporates limitations recited in allowable claim 2. For 
at least these reasons, Tigges fails to anticipate claim 1 or render the limitations of claim 1 
obvious. Applicant asserts that claim 1 is allowable. Therefore, withdrawal of this rejection 
with regard to independent claim 1, as well as claims 5 and 7 that depend therefrom, is 
respectfiiUy requested. 

Claim 1 is rgected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kapaan et al (US 
6.315,457). 

Claim 1 has been amended to incorporate limitations recited in allowable claim 2. For at 
least these reasons, Kapaan fails to anticipate claim 1 or render the limitations of claim 1 
obvious. Applicant ass^ that claim 1 is allowable. Therefore, withdrawal of this rejection 
with regard to indqsendent claim 1 is respectfully requested. 

Nflw Claims 

New claim 1 1 incorporates limitations recited in original claim I and 
allowable claim 6. For at least these reasons independent claim 1 1, as well as claims 12-19 that 
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depend therefrom, are also allowable. 

Applicant asserts that the claims are in condition for allowance. Favonible 
reconsideration in the form of a notice of allowance is requested.
